Company Will Take Three Years 
to Restore 315 Deposits 
Exacted of Consumers. 


Water users of St. Louis County will 
not get in a lump sum the $15 meter de- 
posit. which the. State Public Service 
Commission has ordered the West St. 
Louis Water and Light Co. to return to 
its customers. W. H. Henby, manager 
ot the company, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter today repayment is to be made 
in three annual instalments, the first 
next June and the last in June, 1919. 
Interest is to be paid from June 15, 
1916, the date of the commission’s or- 
der. 

The commission investigated the com- 
pany last year. It found customers had 
the option of putting approved meters 
at their own expense, or of depositing 
$15 for the installation of a company 
meter, no interest being paid on the de- 
posit. The commission ruled the com- 
pany should own all of its meters. It 
was ordered to return the deposits te 
fore June 15, 1919, and to take over the 
privately owned meters at 10 per cent 
off the list price tor each year they 
had been in service up to seven years. 
Privately-owned meters in use more 
than seven years were to be considered 
worthless and were to.be replaced by 
‘company meters. 

The privately-owned meters are to be 
paid for in the same manner as the de- 
posits are to be returned, in three an- 


The commission has ordered the com- 
pany to discontinue collecting quarterly 
in advance, but it may require from 
tenants a deposit sufficient to cover a 
quarter’s bill and pay 3 per cent inter- 
est thereon.

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A Quick Method of Cleaning Silver Without Rubbing 


Specialists of the U. 8. Department of Agriculture Describe Electrolytic 
Method—Simple Homemade Outfit Gives Satisfactory Results.

of Agriculture as a result of studies 
made by its specialists in home econom- 
ics. The necessary procedure is so sim- 
ple that it may be followed successfully 
in practically any home. 
The cleaning system known as the 
electrolytic method has been well recog- 


A N easy and effective method of 


p nized for several years. 


The tarnish which occyrs on silver is 
not due to oxidation, but is dependent 
entirely upon the action of sulphur. In 
most cases the source of the sulphur 
causing tarnish is rubber, wool, foods 
like eggs, and the sulphur in the air due 
to burning illuminating gas and coal. 
The electrolytic cleaning method depends 
on the facts that this tarnish of sil- 
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ver sulphid.is slightly soluble in the 
hot solution employed, and that it is 
broken down chemically and its silver 
content redeposited on the ware when 
the proper electrical conditions prevail. 
The presence of both the silver and the 
aluminum or zine in the hot solution 
provides the necessary electrical condi- 
tions. Under this method, therefore, 
practically all the silver in the tarnish 
is returned to the object being cleaned. 


| When silver polishes. are used, on the 


other hand, all the silver in combination 
in the tarnish is removed. 

In the cleaning method recommended 
by the department the necessary mate- 
rials are a graniteware cooking uteysi. 
deep enough to allow the silverware to 
be covered by the solution; a clean »iece 
of aluminum or zinc, preferably tue 
former; and baking or washing soda. 
The solution, consisting of a teaspvon- 
ful of baking or washing soda and a 
like amount of table salt to each quart 
of water, is brought to a boil in a 
graniteware or enameled utensil. A 
sheet of aluminum or clean zinc is 
dropped in. The tarnished silverware ‘s 
then immersed in the solution so that it 
is in contact with the sheet of alumi- 
num or zinc. The tarnish should disap- 
pear in a few seconds. The silver ob- 
ject should then be removed from the 
solution, rinsed and dried with a soft 
cloth. 

Aluminum is much more satisfac- 
tory than zinc for use in this clean- 
ing process since it does not become 
coated with a layer of carbonates 
which would interfere with the chem- 
ical reaction. Zine does form carbon- 
ates and, if used, must be cleaned 
frequently in dilute hydrochloric 
acid. A small sheet of aluminum may 
be purchased especially for silver 
cleainng purposes or a piece of an 
old aluminum utensil well cleaned 
may be used. Utensils which would 
later be used in cooking operations 
should never be émployed in clean- 
ing silverware by che _ electrolytic 
method. If very large pieces of sil- 
ver are to be cleaned and a coutain- 
er is required larger than can be 
placed conveniently on the stove, the 
hot solution may be poured into such 


a vessel and the silver object then: 


immersed.. The method is most ef- 
fective, however, when the solution 
boils during the cleaning process, 
and efficiency is rapidly lowered as 
the temperature of the solution falls 
below the bolling point.

Three-Year Increase Under. Re- : 


serve Act; $6,250,000,000 
More in Deposits. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Growth -f 
the country’s banking resources since 
passage of the Federal reserve act is 
put at 88,500, 000, 000 in a statement issued 
today by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury. The record is declared to be with- 
out a parallel in the history of this or 


any other country. 

The figures cover the period from 
July, 1913, a few months before the act 
was passed, to July, 1016, including 
nearly all of the first two years of the 
European war. 

“This stupendous increase in banking 
assets and available capital,” says the 
statement, have been accompanied by 
an unprecedented quickening, which has 
amounted in many cages to an out- 
burst of business activity in every State 
and in practically every part of every 
State. Coincidentally, there has been a 
marked reduction in interest charges.“ 

Increase in Resources. 

The increase in resources, it is de- 
ciared, is greater than the total re- 
sources of all the country’s national 
banks a little more than a decade ago. 
In New England the three years’ in- 
crease has been 21 per cent; in the East- 
ern State, 32; in the South, 12; in the 
Middle States, 32, and in the West, 31. 

Deposits since the reserve act went 
into force have made an unprecedented 
jump. Their total increase is put at 
$6,250,000,000, or 81 per cent, nearly as 
great as the resource increase. In New 
England it was 23 per cent; in the East, 
89; in the South, 18; in the Middle 
States, 28; the West, 87, and the Pacific 
States, 19. 

Banks and trust companies are lend- 
ing $3,250,000,000 more than they were 
three years ago, the statement says. 

Reserves Distributed. 

Emphasis is laid upon a distinct and 
growing tendency towards decentraliza- 
tion arid distribution throughout the 
country of “‘excessive reserves hereto- 
fore piled up in Eastern cities.“ This 
has been especially true during the last 
few months. In the four and one-half 
months from May 1 to Sept. 12 this 
year deposits in New York City de- 
creased nearly a quarter of a billion 
dollars, increasing heavily meanwhile 
in country banks. 


Outside of New England and the East- 
ern states the following states show 
notable resource increase in three years: 

Illinois, $363,000,000, or 20 per cent; 
Ohio, $317,000,000, or 22 per cent; Califor- 
nia, 327.000, 000, or 2 per cent; Michi- 
gan, $221,000,000, or 7 per cent; Minne- 
sota, $198,000,000, or 40 per cent; Missouri, 
$116,000,000, or 14 per cent; Iowa, $107,- 
000,000, or 17 per cent; Wisconsin, 388. 
000,000, or A per cent; Nebraska, $78,- 
000,000, or 28 per cent; Indiana, $69,000,- 
000, or 13 per cent; Oklahoma, $68,000,- 
000, or 41 per cent; Kansas, $63,000,000. or 
A per cent; Texas, $60,000,000, or 12. per 
cent; Virginia, $62,000,000, or 21 per cent; 
North Dakota, $47,000,000, or 42 per cent: 
Colorado, $42,000,000, or 23 per cent; South 
Dakota and Montana, $37,000,000, or 33 
per cent, each. 

Resource Increase by Sections. 

The total resource increase in the 
South was $302,000,000, Middle States, $1,- 
451,000,000; Western States, $395,000,000; Pa- 
cific States, $325,000,000; insular posses- 
sions, $40,000,000. 

Among the New England States, Mas- 
sachusetts was first, with $429,000,000, or 
23 per cent, followed by Connecticut 
with $117,000,000, or 23 per cent; Rhode 
Island, $36,000,000 or 14 per cent. 

In Eastern States, New York State’s 
increase was $2,646,000,000, or 41 per cent; 
Pennsylvania, $467,v00,000, or 17 per cent; 
New Jersey, $190,000,000.or 17 per cent; 
Maryland, $65,000,000, or 17 per cent. 

All the states of the Union except 
three show great increases in deposits. 
The exceptions are Alabama, Mississippi 
and Oregon. The four states showing 
the highest percentage of increase in de- 
posits are Oklahoma, 54 per cent: Ari- 
zona, 53; North Dakota, 
49.
